Bewildering Collection of Treasures 
From Pharaoh's .Tomb. on Wiewe

Luxor, Egypt, February” 5.—I made

Tutankhamen’s tomb have now been 
stored.

Against the walls 
stand chairs, a stool, caskets, boxes,

astonishing . array. Some are -in 
‘packing cases, others, still: ‘resting. on 
the ‘wooden trays on ‘which’ ‘they, ’ were 
brought there from. the tomb. 


Throne. Magnficent 


The throne still holds: its own as the 


most magnificent object in the collec- 
tion, and one notices . almost with 
amusement how the cartouches of the 
king, inscribed on it, read both. Tut- 
ankh—Aton and Tutankh-Amen, indi- 
cating the vacillating monarch’s 
transition period: between the wor- 
ship of Aton and of Amen. This 
throne and perhaps other objects 
seem to date from the period of the 
court’s return to Thebes from Telle- 
lamarna—some four or five years be- 
‘fore the king’s death—which suggests 
that ‘the funeral paraphernalia . were 
made ready'long before -they were 
) required; 3 
Ready for Death ; 
In this connection, it is ‘interesting 
to note that Akhnaton’s funeraT equip- 
ment was also obviously made. years 
before his death. - Pharaohs, of 
course, . generally miade their tombs 
during their lifetime, but it is now 
‘pretty certain that the paraphernalia 
were prepared, too. The bouquets 
and flowers now to be seen at the 


workshop have been so well treated, 


with preservatives that there is no 
darger of their dropping to pieces, 
but the royal robes Shave proved a 
great difficulty. 
Elaborate Gowns 

‘One of these rabes is most aston- 
ishing. It is covered over with little 
discs of goldfoil-sewn on to the 
material, so that the whole thing 
must thave sparkled in the sunlight in 
a dazzling manner. 
walking sticks and ceremonial staves, 
with their exquisite decorations, are 
here to be seen, now fying in cotton 
wool; ‘and nearby’ there is a leopard 
skin, with a head of -pure gold. But 
perhaps the most interesting and 
human object ‘of all is the little glove 
which must have belonged to a child. 

Tutankhamen thad no children, and 
‘therefore the glove probably belong- 
ed to his queen, who owas only about: 
twelve or thirteen when they mar- 
ried. No doubt fit was her hands 
that prepared ther husband’s _ burial, 
and -we'may ‘suppose that the little 
glove ‘was a treasured ‘keepsake 


placed by her in the tomb.

Explored the Rockies 
in Advance otf Railroad 


OE by one the pioneers of Can- 
ada are passing on and the 
ranks of the men who blazed the 


way into this or that once new land 
‘grow yearly thinner. The genera- 


‘tion to whom it was given to first 


‘penetrate the Rocky Mountains and 
'to seek oyt the routes which are to- 
day aventes of uninterrupted travel 
‘has all (but passed, and while for 
‘the eyes of other adventurous spirits 


the Canadian Pacific Rockies still 
'reserve countless valleys and 
untravelled mountain passes scenes 


as splendid as any of its well-known 
wonders, it is to the men of this 
passing generation that Canada owes 
its greatest debt of gratitude. They 
penetrated the wilderness, and made 
it possible for others to follow. 
Backed by the men of imperial vision 
and determination who imagined and 
then built Canada’s first national 
railroad, the Canadian Pacific, as 
the corner stone of Canada’s future, 
they found their way against almost 
insuperable difficulties and mapped 
the roads for other men to travel 
over. - 

On January 26 last, at Vancouver, 
another of these men died in the 
person of Captain Frank Armstrong, 
“the history of whose life is but a 

istory of the opening up to civiliza- 
tién of the Rocky Mountains and 
British Columbia. Frank Armstrong 
,was born in Montreal and educated 
at the High School of that city. He 
began his career in the office of the 
Harbour Commissioners as _assist- 
ant. secretary. The family connec- 
tion with that office was of long 
duration, his great-grandfather hav- 
ing been Commissioner about 100 
years ago when the office was an 
Imperial appointment. 

The call of the West with its ad- 
venture and opportunity was strong 
among the youth of Montreal of 
those days, and the old city gave 
richly of its best to the upbuilding 
of newer Canada. Frank Armstrong 
was among those who went into the 
new country, and early in his career 
he was a member of the C. P. R. 
survey that, under the late Major 
Rogers, found the Rogers Pass 
through the Selkirks. One of the most 
interesting of the events in which 
he figures was connected with the 
finding of the Eagle Pass through the 
Selkirk range in 1881. On this trip 
he accompanied his life-long friend, 
the Hon. Fred Aylmer, of Richmond, 
and Major Rogers after whom the 
Rogers Pass is named. The engineer- 
ing party wintered at Moberly Peak 
in 1882, and through a combination 
of circumstances suffered great pri- 
vations. When things got most des- 
perate Frank Armstrong volunteered 
to go south to Idaho on snowshoes 
with a toboggan to get food, and this 
arduous task he successfully accom- 
plished in the face of great diffi- 
culty. The Aylmer and Armstrong 
ranches on the upper Columbia river, 
near Windermere, were established 
fn the early eighties. Frank Arm- 
strong was the pioneer of steam- 
boat navigation on both the upper 
Columbia and upper rerio rivers, 
‘When the railway was finally built 
through, the first load of freight 
carried into the Columbia valley in- 
cluded boilers and engines for his 
steamboats. These were built at 
Sorel, Que., and hauled actoss the 
continent. He was one of a party 
to go by canoe from Lake Winder- 
mere, the mother lake of the Colum- 
bia river all the way to Astoria at 
its mouth on the Pacific Ocean, the 
intention being to report on the 
parieapihy of that great stream. 

At the outbreak of the Great War 


CO oe 
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he oftered his services to the British 
Government, although he was then 
56 years of age. Later when war 
was declared against. Turkey( and 
the Mesopotamia campaign decided 
upon, he offered to ship. there the 
materials for a light draft steamer 
suited to navigating the Tigris, and 
engaged to have it put together in 
Tunning order thirty days after its 
arrival. The offer was not accepted 
ut later on he was called upon to 
take a number of experienced river 
men to England, and after having 
been torpedoed in the Mediterranean, 
he and his party reached Mesopo- 
tamia and Captain Armstrong did 
much good work in the organizing 
of navigation on the Tigris. He was 
later sent to Egypt to make im- 
provements in the war-time naviga- 
tion of the Nile. While in the Im- 
perial service he suffered from the 
effects of the climate and never 
fully recovered. About three months 
ago he met with an accident which 
was complicated by a return of the 
complaint from which he had suf- 
fered in the East, and his death 
came without warning at a time 
when he seemed to be progressing 
favorably. 

Captain Armstrong took a great 
interest in the David Thompson 
Memorial pageant presented last 
year at Lake Windermere, and being 
greatly beloved by the Indians he 
helped in the organization of the 
Indian part of the'pageant. In 1890 
he married Minnie, daughter of 
Alfred A. Barber, of Montreal, and 
leaves two daughters, the Misses 
Charlotte and Ruth Armstrong. The 
family, of which he is a member, has 
lived in Montreal for seven genera- 
tions. His brother, L. O. Armstrong, 
the well-known lecturer, has been a 
ie Ne membex of the C. P. R.

INSPECTION AGT} 


Several amendments are included 

in ithe revision of the Stock Inspec- 
tion act, which is. tow before the 
legislature. One reduces the time 
in which motice shall be sent regard- 
ing shipments of stock outside the 
province from five days, as: at pres- 
ent, to two days. this does not: apply 
to shipments ‘through Edmonfon or;

dent“ instinct of: the . animal: revived 
-again,. more powerfully. . ‘e.-set to 
work every night and in’ fhe course 
of .a ‘week completed a typical: beaver 
dam of fagots,-mud and grass, which 
raised the goose pond fully ‘2. .foor. 
He even carried sticks of stove wood 
all the-way from the‘ woodpile, and 
sometimes ‘worked ‘by day. ‘When- 
‘ever any of us boys drew near he would 
sit up and glance at us out of the 
corner of ‘his eye in a most knowing 
manner. 

~My cousin Addison thought we 
might breed beaver for their skins 
there at the goose pond, and, since we 
all wished to see whether he would 
build a thguse, we drew a small 
load of green poplar ‘wood there from 
the wood lot. Brown appeared - to 
know just what the wood was for, and 
now that his dam was done, he began 
to put up a house in the middle of 
the pond where the water was perh 
three feet-deep. He worked steadily 
and in the-course of a fortnight ' had 
his house covered anc ‘shingled” with 
grass and mud. Then he fors6@ok his 
nest under the wagon house and lived 
in his own house, though he came 
round to the kitchen door for bread. 
He also raided the vegetable garden 
for carrots-and turntps and carried 
away a quantity to store up. 

During the fatter part of September 
and in early October he would sit on 
top of his house for hours at a 
time, looking round. If a dog came 
along, he slid off, and, giving the wat- 
er a slap with his tail, dived down to 
the door of the house and ‘went in- 
side and remained there for a while. 
Dogs imdeed troubled him a _ great} 
deal, one dog especially, a large 
brindled mongrel that belonged to 
a-boy meighbor of ours, Alfred Batch- 
elder. ‘The dog was a neighborhood 
nuisance’ and was always worrying 
poultny, calves and’ sheep, and fre- 
quently sneaking about kitchen doors 
to pick up bones or -to steal. 

‘As a matter of fact there was net 
much Jove Jost between Alfred and our- 
selves, He was a rude, bragging, 
arrogant boy, and was much addicted 
4o playing spiteful tricks, “I’d like 
to. see Tige get hold of that beaver o’ 
yours once!” the used to shout as he 
went by. “Tige would shake the liver 
out of him.” 

In fact Alfred ‘slyly eet the dog on 


poor Brown every time he passed ana: 


saw the beaver out. “Sick ’em!” he 
would exclaim in low tones; then he 
would stand by ‘the roadside wall to 
see Tige race down across the field to 
the pond. ‘The thing became so ,pro- 


voking that Addison talked of shodting 


ie dog, but the old squire forbade 
m. 

One moming while we were at 
breakfast we heard Tige bark—we 
knew his bark as well as we knew 
Alfred’s voice—and ran out just in 
tlme to’see the end of a very queer 
struggle. “Brown evidently had been 
on his way from his house in the 
pond up to the kitchen door for his: 
breakfast. when Alfred and Tige had 
spled him; then, hearing the dog, no 
doubt he had turned to run back to 
the pond. But he was too late. Tige 
had caght up with him just as he 
reached the pond and had grabbed 
him by his very thick, fleshy talil 
close to his body. Feeling the dog’s 
and gripped 
Tige by his tail, also close to his body. 

When it came to tail chewing Brown 
instantly displayed the greater power. 
With two nips of those sharp, chisel- 
like teeth of his the bit Tige’s tail 
nearly off; so that it hung by a bit of 
skin. The yell Tige gave could have 
been heard for half a mile. He lost 
his nerve too and, letting go his hold, 
bolted, howling, up ‘through the field 
to his master. His tail was dragging 
on the ground, and as he ran he kept 
glancing back at iit first on one side 
and then on the other. 

Of course we boys laughed. I doubt 
whether a good fight and a decisive 
victory would have made us feel one 
half so jubilant.-.As for Alfred, he 
scarcely replied st alll, but took his 
pet home to be doctored. ‘Tige was 
a very bobtail dog to the end of his 
days. 

What had happened probably’ cost 
Brown his life. Less than a week 
afterwards, during the time of the 
hunters’ moon, some of our folks 
heard the report of a gun inthe night; 
and the following morning we dis- 
covered the beaver lying dead in the 
pond beside his house, with just the 
tip of his big tail out of water. He 
had been shot through the head with 
a bullet, probably while he was sitting 
on his house. 

Our first thoughts naturally were 
of our neighbor: yet we did not be- 
lieve that Alfred was good marksman 
enough to hit a beaver by moonlight. 

Someone, however, had fired the 
shot that ended the life of our pet. 
Grandmother thad ‘his skin made into 
a muff, and several years later the 
old lady gave it to my cousin Een, 
who still treasures it among ithe keep- 
sakes of our young days at the farm.
